FORT SMITH, Ark., Oct. 11.—Four bandits attempted to hold- 
up a northbound Kansas City Southern passenger train between 
Hatfield and Mena, Ark., early today. One was wounded and cap- 
tured and the other outlaws escaped after a battle with Express 
Messenger Merrill Burgett of Kansas City, Mo., in which Burgett 
exhausted his ammunition and was badly beaten. 

The robber Burgett shot, and who is unidentified, was found an 
hour later, after his companions had deserted him. He had re- 


ceived a charge of shot near the heart and is expected to die.

Burgett sprang to his 
most valuable packages, and hid them, 
despite the hail of bullets which the 
bandits poured into the car.

The packages hidden, Burgett turned 
hie attention to the invaders who had 
ceased firing into the car. As Burgett 
shot at them the robbers reached 
through the smashed windows and loos- 
ened the catch which held the door 
from the inside. Then they openec the 
door and sprang into the car, one by 
one, firing on Burgett as they advanced. 
The messenger leaped behind baggage, 
and met the robbers’ fire.

BY MOTHER, ENDS 
LIFE WITH POISON 


James Walters, 16 years old, of 283” 
Cottage avenue, swallowed carbolic 
acid shortly after he arose from bel 
Friday morning because his mother 
scolded him for having stayed out uft!l 
after midnight. He died at the city 
hospital at noon. 

There was a pathetic scene at thw 
hospital, where the mother, hysterica: 
from grief, threw herself on the uncon 
scious form of her son, begging for him 
to speak to her. Attendants were ud- 
able to persuade her to leave the room 

“The boy is the victim of evil as- 
.sociates,” D, S& Walters, his: father 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. “He 
had a mania for frequenting p+o)- 
jrooms at night, and it seemed impos- 
sible for him to break himself of his 
bad habits even when he desired to 
do 80. 

“For a week or so at the solicita- 
tion of his mother and myself he had 
been staying at home in the evenings. 
But Thursday night he could not re- 
sist the temptation to go out. It was 
long after midnight when he got 
home and he was not up when I left 
for my place of business at 1521 Pine 
street, Friday morning. I had been 
employing him as a wire worker, and 





we called him, but he would not get] 


up. 

“When he did arise about 9 o'clock, 
bis mother reproved him for having 
stayed out so late. He did not reply 
to anything she said but told her he 
was going for a walk. When he came 
back he went directly to his room. Aft- 
er some minutes his. mother went in to 
She found him sitting on the 
bed, dazed, with his lips swollen and 
burned from the acid, and the empty 
bottle on the floor.’ 

At the city hospital the mother re- 
mained at her son’s bedside all morn- 
ing.

New Yorker, Supposed Roose- 
velt Leader, Says Taft Man 
Named Colonel’s Watchers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11..—Edwar: T. 
Stotesbury of Philadelphia, banker and 
associate of J. P. Morgan, and Fred W. 
Upham of Chicago, aSsistant treasurer 
of the Republican National Committee 
in 1908, were two principal witnesses ex- 
amined today by the Clapp Committee 
investigating campaign contributions. 

Stotesbury testified he had collected 


$165,796.50 in Pennsylvania in 1904 for the 
Republican national campaign, all the 
money going to the National Commit- 
tee. 
Contributors in 1904, 

Principal contributors to the 1904 fund 
were: American Bank Note Co., $1000; 
former Ambassador Charlemagne Tow- 
er, $5700; Drexel & Co., $5000; Bethlehem 
Steel Co., $5000; Cambria Steel Co.. $6000: 
United States Steel Corporation, $12,- 
7%; William Cramp & Sons, $1000; 
Thomas Dolan, $10,100; G. W. Elkins, 
$7500; Midvale Steel Co,, $6000; Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Co., $5000; Philadelphia Bleo- 
tric Co., $2500. 


In 1908, said Btotehbury, he collected 
$101,057.67 in Pennsylvania for the Re- 
publican national campaign. The more 
important contributions were: Williax: 
Disston, Philadelphia, $1000; Jacob 3. 
Disston, $1000; Joseph H. Bromley, 
Philadelphia, $5000; Frank Disston, $1000 
Joseph R. Grundy, $1000; John and James 
Dobson, $2000; John Bromley &. Sons. 
Philadelphia, $5000; E. T. Stotesbury 
$5000; Drexel & Co:, $5000. The greater 
part of the contributions entered !:: 
Stotesbury’s account were from 3% to 
$104. 

Stotesbury said he gave $25,000 this 
year to President Taft's Campaign for 
renomination.

198 he was in 
charge of the” Westérn campaign with 
headquarters at Chicago, ahd collected 
$648,320.59. In addition to that he re 
ceived $50,000 from Charles P. Taft and 
returned it at the end of the campaign. 

Samuel Aranowitz of New York said 
Samuel S. Koenig, the Taft leader, 
actually had named most of the Roose- 
velt watchers. 

“I was supposed to be the Roosevelt 
leader in that district,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘‘and Mr. Koenig suggested several! 
men as watchers. The election was con- 
trolled by Mr. Koenig’s men.” 

Frank L. Smith of Dwight, I1l., man- 
ager of the Illinois Taft campaign in the 
pre-convention fight, said he received 
$20,000 from the Taft Club of Illinois and 
$18,000 from Director McKinley of the 
Taft National Bureau at Washington. 

F. C. Schwedtman. of Springfield, I1., 
vice-president of the National Associa- 
tton of Manufacturers, said in 1908 most 
manufacturers in the association fa- 
vored President Taft. He said the rec- 
ords of the association in the West 
showed no contributions except those on 
tre New York books.

Bull Moose Attorney Engages to 
Get County Saloon License 
for Democrat for $5o. 





Clad in all their judicial dignity the 
three judges of the St. Louis County 
Court, all Republicans, listened Friday 
te the story of how a Bull Moose plumb- 
er received a fee of $0 from a Demo- 
cratic saloonkeeper to obtain for him 
a dramshop license from the court. 

After citing the plumber, T. W. Black- 
man, for contempt, the court relented 
when it was shown that Blackman was 
licensed to practice law #4 years ago, 
although he had never had a case until 
he aided George Maupin of Eureka in 
obtaining a saloon license. 

Maupin's application for a litense 
had been under advisement for two 
months. He wanted to hurry it along 
and went to Clayton and offered to 
State Senator A. E. L. Gardner an, at- 
torney’s fee of $50 to urge the County 
Court to grant the license. 

Gets Case by Accident, 

Blackman was sitting in his plumbing 
shop. Business was dull. Maupin en- 
tered and asked permission to use the 
telephone. 

Talking over the wire to a relative in 
Eureka, Maupin said: “I offered Gard- 
ner $50 but he won't take the case.’ 
Plumber Blackman pricked up his ears. 

“Ts that a law case?” he asked. 

‘Yes,”’ replied Maupin. 

“T’ll take it for $0. What is it?’ ex- 
claimed Blackman, remembering the 
sheepskin which he got over 40 years 
ago. 

The bargain was made. Blackman 
hurried from the shop. Ten minutes 
later he returned with a dramshop 
license, made outin Maupin’s name and 
Maupin paid the 360. 

The story got out and a newspaper in 
timated that a plumber had used his 
influence with the Court to obtain the 
license. The Court suspended the w- 
cense and ordered an investigation. 

Fee Was Easily Earned. 

Testimony at the hearing showed that 
about:the time Maupin was employinz 
the plumber-lawyer, the license was b. 
ing issued on the Courts order and 
without anybody’s influence. All that 
Blackman had to do to earn his fee 
was to get the license and hand it to 
Maupin. 

When Blackman, at the hearing, was 
asked whom he saw in an effort to ob- 
tain the license for “lupin Se refused 
to answer, on the gong that he was 
a lawyer and did not h:° ‘e to answer 
such questions. 

Amandas Brackman, assistant prose- 
ev' ing attorney, demanded that Black- 
man be sent to jail for contempt. At- 
torney Buel Mathews went to Black- 
man’s rescue and ued that the 
plumber-lawyer could ndt be made to 
tell of his confidential efforts in a 
client’s behalf. The contempt charge 
was then dismissed. Blackman volun- 
teered the statement that he did not 
see any member or official of the Coun- 
ty Court.

Eye Witness of Rosenthal Mur- 
der Unable to Identify Any 
of the Prisoners. 


HE VIEWS THEM HASTILY 


Another Witness Positively De- 
clares ‘Whitey’ Lewis 
Fired at Rosenthal.

NEW YORK, Oct. 
tion in the case of Police Lieut. Charles 
Becker, charged with the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, received a surprise 
today when Thomas Ryan, a chauffeur, 
called to the stand to identify the gun 
men involved in the case, quailed in fear 
when they were lined up before him, 
declined to swear that he had seen 
them shoot, and refused to repeat on 
the stand a story he is alleged to have 
previously told to Assistant District 
Attorney Moss. 

The four “gun men” were brought 
into court, and Ryan was asked to 
rick out the man who fired the shot 
that killed Rosenthal. 

“Whom did you refer to of these four 
men?" asked Assistant District Attor- 
ney Moss. 

Ryan appeared frightened. 

Answers in Weak Voice. 

“I did not refer to anybody,” he de- 
clared, shifting his eyes quickly over 
the four men. 

“Didn’t you tell the Assistant District 
Attorney in the prison yesterday that 
you were afraid to put your hand on 
him?” pursued Moss. 

“I was afraid to, because I might put 
my hand on the wrong man,” answered 
Ryan, in a weak voice. 

“Can you swear,’ interrupted Justice 
Goff, “that any one of these four men 
fired the shot? Look at the prisoners.’ 

Ryan gave a fleeting look at the four. 
Every one of the men was eyeing him. 


“I cannot,” he replied in a trembling } 


voice. Ryan then was allowed to go. 

He was followed on th¢ stand by Gio- 
vanni Stanich, also an-eyewitness. The 
witness was not sure whether more 
than one man fired at Rosenthal. Stan- 
ich left’ the witness stand, and, with 
hesitation, picked out ‘‘Whitey’’ Lewis 
as one of the three men he had seen. 
He was unable to identify the others, 
but swore that “Whitey” fired one of 
the shots. 

The widow of the murdered gam- 
bler informer was ready to take the 
Stand today. 

Prisoners Identified. 

No session was held last night, on ac- 
count of the long-drawn-out proceed- 
ings of the day, when Louls Kraus, a 
diminutive waiter, was on the stand and 
underwent’a grinding cross-examination 
at ‘the hands of Johh F. Melintyrfe, 
Becker’s lawyer. After two hours of 
this, Justice Goff interfered and ordered 
the witness discharged. 

Summarized, Kraus testified that he 
had seen Herman Rosenthal shot: that 
he had seen four men do the shooting; 
that he had identified three of them as 
“Gyp the Blood,” “Whitey” Lewis and 
“Lefty Louie,” that he had seen Jack 
Sullivan, alias Jack Reich, bend over 
the dead body and then turn away with 
a smile, and that among those who filed 
from the scene as the shots rang out 
was “Bridgie’’ Weber.

AT TRIAL 


Acquitted Slayer Will Be Sent 
to City or State 
Institution. 


After a short trial] in Judge Kin- 
s¢y's court, before a jury which vir- 
tually served as a lunacy commission 
Thomas Donegan, son of Police Lieut, 
Donegan of the Angelica Street Sta- 
tion, was acquitted, Thursday after- 
noon, of second-degree murder and 
found to be insane. He will be com- 
mitted within a few days to the city 
Sanitarium or one of the State insti- 
tutions for the insane. 

At.a meeting of electric linemen in 
a hall at Chouteau avenue and Thir- 
teenth street the night of Feb. 6, 1912, 
Donegan, without warning, drew a 
revolver and shot William J. Burns to 
death, 

“Any of you fellows would have 
done the same thing if Burns had 
made faces at you as he did at.me all 
the time,” said Donegan when other 
members of the union gathered 
around him. 

In subsequent statements to the police 
and reporters, Donegan insisted that 
Burns, whom he knew only as a fellow 
workman, was always making faces at 
him. Later it was found that Donegan 
kept a diary, in which he wrote of vari- 
ous occasigns when Burns had made 
faces. 

Frequent Delusions. 

Donegan’s wife, Mrs. Nellie Donegan 
of 1439 North Twenty-second street, tes- 
tified that her husband’ frequently had 
dalusions in the three months preceding 
the killing. Sometimes he would jump 
from bed, crying: ‘‘There’s Burns! Don’t 
let him get me!’ Mrs. Donegan said. 

George Wyland of 1930 Cass avenue, a 
friend of Donegan, testified that while 
they were walking together one after- 
noon, Donegan suddenly pushed him 
aside and cried: “You can’t call me 
names like that.’”’ Wyland said he had 
not made an offensive: remark of any 
nature to Donegan. 

A. Menke of 2924 North Twenty-second 
street, testified that he once remarked 
to Donegan, “I saw you on Prairie av- 
enue yesterday afternoon, but you didn’t 
seq me,”’ and that Donegan replied: “‘No, 
you didn’t see me there.. I wasn’t on 
Prairie avenue. That was Burns fol- 
lowing me.” 

Doctors as Witnesses. 

Dr.- Sidney Schwab, chairman of the 
State’s Lunacy Commission, and’ Drs. 
Fry, Hogue, Chaddock and Crandall, ex- 
perts in mental diseases, were other 
witnesses. Dr. Schwab said observation 
had convinced. him and the other phy- 
sicilans that Donegan has a form of in- 
sanity known as “delusional paranoia.”’ 
Dr. Crandall testified that one day in the 
summer of 1911, while he was at the city 
hospital, Donegan rushed into the insti- 
tution and begged for protection from 
enemies who, he said, were trying to 
poison him by forcing deadly gases 
through the plumbing in his home. 

Donegan, throughout the trial, sat 
staring at the wall, and apparently 
taking no interest in the proceedings. 
After being led back to the cage, he 
talked for a few minutes with his wife. 
Mrs. Burns and Lieut. Donegan were 
in court, but neither testified.

Ss. on Election Board 
Vote Against Accepting 
Nominations. 





The constitutionality of the State pri- 
mary law was attacked by the attorneys 
for the Progressive party in a man- 
damus suit against the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners of St. Louis, filed 
in the Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
Thursday. The object of the suit was 
to compel the Board of Election Com- 
missioners to accept the city nomina- 
tions of the Progressive party. 

The suit was filed a few hours after 
the two Republican members of the elec- 
tion board had voted against accepting 
the ticket. The two Democratic mem- 
bers voted for the ticket, holding that 
it had a right to go on the official bal- 
lot. 

The Allegations Made. 

The primary act is unconstitutiona’ 
because it discriminates against a new 
party organized after the primary elec- 
tion has been held, according to the po- 
tition. It is further alleged that the 
law is unconstitutional because it failed 
to provide for registration in cities of 
100,000 population or more; makes no 
provision for filling vacancies by ind>- 
pendent or new parties; is special legis- 
lation because it gives old parties ad- 
vantages over new; it deprives new vot- 
ers bécoming of age after the primary 
of the right to vote at the election; vio- 
lates the bill of rights guaranteeing 
free and open elections, and the fou-- 
teenth amendment. in_that it attempis 
to abridge the privileges of citizens of 
the United States. 

The mandamus suit was filed about 
the time Judge G. A. Wurdeman of 
Clayton, sitting as Special Judge of the 
Circuit Court at Jefferson City, decided 
that the State candidates of the Pr>- 
gressive party were entitled to recogni- 
tion by the Secretary of State. Tho 
Republican State Committee had cause! 
an injunction suit to be filed againz: 
Secretary of State Roach to restraia 
him from printing the names of tlie 
Progressive State condidates on 
ticket in November. 

Decision of Judge. 

Judge Wurdeman decided that the 
right of the people to nominate tickets 
by petition could not be denied under 
existing laws. The Progressives had re- 
sorted to three methods of filing their 
tickets with the Secretary of State—by 
petitions signed by 1000 voters, by nom- 
inations by State convention .and - by 
uominatiors by the State Committee. _ 
The attorneys for the Progressive 
party, who were in Jefferson City fight- 
ing the injunction suit, had their man- 
damus petitions against the election 
board already prepared, anticpating an 
unfavorable decision from the board. 
The suit was filed by Attorneys Ford 
Thompson, Albert Chandler and Joseph 
A. Wright.

LESS PANAMA EXCAVATION 


Increased Rainfall Causes Sep- 
tember Record: to Fall Low. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The total 
amount of excavation on the Panama 
Canal during September was 2,124,440 
cubic yards as against 2,443,353 cubic 
yards during August, according to a 
dispatch to the Canal Commission. 

The average daily output in Sep- 
tember was 88,518 cubic yards against 
90,495 in August. The amount of con- 
crete laid in September wag 53,411 
cubic yards, compared with 89,879 
cubic yards the previous month. In- 
creased rainfall and less working 
days accounts for the falling off in 
September.
